The real knockout 
comes when the magician asks what the three selected cards were and upon being 
informed shows that same are missing from his pocket and that they are actually held 


in the pocket of the assistant.

Generally 
speaking, a Magician’s rehearsal may be divided into three parts. It is first 
necessary to acquire the dexterity demanded in the performance of a trick. 
Secondly, the “patter”—that is to say, the words spoken during the perform- 
ance—must be learnt by heart, and rehearsed with as much care as a reciter 
gives to a piece, or a vocalist to a song.
